U, S. Board of Media- 


tion and Conciliation 
Confers With Unions 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Tho United 


States board of mediation and concili- 
ation held Its. first conference today 
with the representatives of the four 
railroad brotherhoods of employes in 
ts efforts to prevent through medi- 
ation a country-wide strike to enforco 
the employes' demands for an eight 
lour day and time and a half for over- 
time. 


"We have only scratched the sur- 


face," said G. "W. \V. Hanger, one of 
the three members of the mediation 
board. 
"The situation may be cleared 


up within 24 hours, and the negotia- 
tions may continue for a \veek." 


The mediators arranged for a second 


conference with the railroad managers 
this afternoon and to meet the broth- 
erhoods' representatives again tomor- 
row morning. 


Today's meeting was attended riot 


only by the chiefs of the four broth- 
erhoods—the employes' official spokes- 
men—but by the six hundred delegates 
of the unions who are here. 
It lasted 


less than an hour. 


It was learned that the mediators 


sought to learn from the men how far 
they were willing to go In making con- 
cessions but that

chiefs told them they were still firm 
for their demands as originally pre- 
sented.

Mrs. Rousscuu re- 
ferred tho case to Congressman Rog- 
ers who is endeavoring to obtain tho 
boy's release from tho British govern- 
ment. 


i-eo J. Rousseau 
enlisted . in 
the 


British navy in December, 1915, -when 
ho was but 
17 years 
of age. 
His 


mother did not know ot the enlistment 
until about four months after It oc- 
curred. It was then that she rctiuest- 
ed Congressman Rogers to use his in- 
fluence In obtaining 
the boy's dis- 


charge. 
The congressman took 
the 


matter up with 
British 
authorities, 


and ho was Informed 
that the 
boy 


would not bo released unless ho had 
525 In his possession. Tho mother was 
apprised of this fact and slie sent the 
required money, but since that time 
other complications 
set in, 
for 
al- 


though Leo was born in this country, 
his father is a native of Canada and 
was never naturalized, and according- 
ly tho son is considered by British au- 
thorities a British subject. 


As soon as tho congressman was in- 


formed of the now complications, ho 
got In touch with the American am- 
bassador in England and the latter 
took the matter up with the British 
admiralty. No further report has been 
received, but it is hoped the boy will 
he sent home In a couple of weeks.

In April 20.000 per- 
sons were sent to work in the fields.
